The freight north bound on the Illi­ 
nois Central due here between 9 ami 10 
p. 111. each day was late last night and 
when it pulled into the station it was 
nearly one hour aftor midnight.

ers reveal to ns th at th e y oung poet h ad 
not y et looked at life for h imself, h ut 
still saw it th rough th e stained glass 
windows of European tradition. 
Th e 
same volume contained also some more 
recent poems— “ Th e Beleaguered C ity ” 
and “ Th e Reaper and th e Flow ers” and 
th e “ Psalm of Life' —perh aps th o first 
of h is poems to win a swift and abiding 
popularity . 
Th ese ly rics testified th at 
Longfellow was beginning to h ave a 
sty lo of h is own. 
As Hawth orne wrote 
to h im, “ N oth ing equal to th em was 
ever w ritten in th is world— th is west­ 
ern world, 1 m ean.” 
Certainly no American auth or h ad 
y et written any poem of th e kind so 
good as th e best of th ose in Longfel­ 
low ’s volume of “ B allads,” printed 
two y ears later. 
Better th an any oth er 
American poet Longfellow bad m aster­ 
ed th e difficulties of th e story in song, 
and h e knew h ow to combine th e sw ift­ 
ness and th e picturesqueness th e ballad 
requires. 
JIis ballads h ave more of th e 
old time magic, more of th e early sim ­ 
plicity , th an th ose of any oth er modern 
English auth or. 
Of its kind th ere is 
noth ing better in tlx 
language th an 
“ Th e Skeleton In A rm or,” with its 
splendid ly ric swing, and “ Th e Village 
Blacksm ith ” and “ Th e Wreck ot th e 
Hesperus” are almost as good in tin ir 
h umbler sph ere. 
“ Ex celsior,” in ih e 
same volume, voices th e noble aspira­ 
tions of y outh and h as been talc n to 
h eart by th ousands of boy s and girls.—

If one ex amines th e h ands of a large 
number of persons with a nervous en­ 
dowment, h e w ill find curious defects in 
th e length and relative proportions ot 
th e fingers. 
Th e length of th e finger is 
determined by th at of th e middle one. 
If th e index and medius uro closed upon 
th e palm, th e ring and little finger be­ 
ing left ex tended, th e middle linger 
w ill reach close to th e place wh ore th e 
so called life line runs down, between 
th e ball of th e th umb and th at of th e 
little finger. It will touch th e palm just 
below th e h igh est part of th e ball of th e 
th umb. 
Th e middle finger is taken as 
th e standard of length by wh ich to 
gauge th at of oth ers. In a normal h and 
th e forefinger reach es just to th e root of 
th e middle linger, th e ring linger is lon­ 
ger and sh ould reach nearly to th e m id­ 
dle of th e nail of th e medius, wh ile th e 
little finger sh ould reach to th e last 
joint of th e th ird finger.
